PLAUDITS OF OPPOSITION. 


hilip A. Stanton, Southern Califor- 
nia’s candidate for Governor, has 
served four terms in the California 

Legisiature, and during the last session 

of that body he was Speaker of the 

Assembly. During other sessions he 

served as chairman of the Ways and 

Means Committee, as Chairman of the 

Committee on Election Laws, and as 

a member of many other important 

committees. 

Statements made by various news- 

papers of California are of a nature to 


been a prominent figure in every ses- 
son of the Legislature in which he has 
served, and they must also corvince 
anyone that he has been a powerful 
factor in bringing about the reforms, 
political and otherwise, that have been 
secured through legislation in Califor- 
Dia during the past eight years.

“There is anger in the eyes of the 
friends of the track and the pool- 
rooms, who hold Stanton personally 
responsible for the crushing blow they 
received today. They assert tonight 
that an open attack will be made 
on the Speaker tomorrow morning, 
when the bill will again be voted on, 
on Grove Johnson's motion to recon- 
sider, on the ground that the bill had 
been passed under the previous ques- 
tion ruling. Mott of Alameda, who 
has been the most conspicuous oppo- 
nent of the Otis bill, himself voted 
for it this morning. He, however, has 
become a bitter enemy of Speaker 
Stanton. 
“Grove L. Johnson, too, is ready and 
willing to knife the Speaker. The vet- 
eran Sacramentan no longer holds the 
Assembly in his iron grasp. The fee- 
hleness of more than three-score years 
is upon him. He is down and out. And 
the staggering, humiliating rebuke 
which formerly he would have put 
aside with satire and flippancy, yes- 
terday cut to the quick — it over- 
whelmed him. He is after the Speak- 
er. Likewise all of the friends of 
the track and the poolrooms hope to 


wreak the undoing of Stanton, to 
whom they have attached the bri- | 
quets of Faller, player“ ana 
Teddy II.“ 


“On the other hand, the supporters 
of the Otis bill stand firmly back of 
Stanton. The victory this morning is 
greater than any one had expected. 
It followed several clashes, in which 
the reformers were successful. Twelve 
votes were added to the forces be 
hind the bill and the leaders are 
sanguine in the belief that they can 
obstruct any effort to make Stanton 
feel uncomfortable. Like the pro- 
trackmen, the reformers discern the 
gruff personality of the Speaker among 
the causes for the sweeping victory 
this morning. Stanton is said to have 
hurled his defy at the enemies of 
the bill when an attempt was made 
to suggest the personne] of the Pub- 
lic Morais Committee. Evidently his 
attitude has remained unchan *

ONE OF GREAT MEN OF V. &., 
SAYS ROOSEVELT. 

On February 23, 1909, after Speaker 
Stanton had responded to the appeal 
of President Roosevelt, and lent his 
assistance toward the killing of meas- 
ures intended to disrupt the relations 
between this country and Japan at a 
time when a treaty between the two 
countries was being formated, the 
following special dispatch was sent 
to the Hearst newspapers throughout 
the country from Washington, D. C.: 

“WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—That 
Speaker Phil A. Stanton, of the Call- 
fornia Assembly, is one of the great 
men of the United States, was asserted 
this morning by President Roosevelt, in 
conversation with Stanton's brother, 
W. G. Stanton, a New York shoe mer- 
chant. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Stanton were intro- 
duced to the President by Senator Flint 
of California. The President received 
them with the utmost enthusiasm. ‘I 
am proud to meet any of the relatives 
of Stanton,’ said Mr. Roosevelt. ‘He is 
one of the great men of the country. 
CaMfornia ought to be proud of such 
men as Speaker Stanton.“

The position of executive secretary 
to the Chief of Police, which, since the 
resignation of Pendergast at the time 
of former Chief Dishman’s divorce from 
the police department, scarcely more 
than eight months ago, has been held 
by three men, was given to Detective 
Charles R. Moffat yesterday.

John P. Steele was taken away from 
the Wholesalers’ Board of Trade to be 
made executive secretary. Steele last- 
ed just two months, when he was 
“canned” for repining at the Chiefs 
frettings in general, and, specifically, 
for clerical error in the police budget 
on a little matter of $160,000 for the 
new fiscal year—a- mistake Steele 
throws right back to Galloway. 

Ora H. May, a patrolman, who as 
acting sergeant, has done considerable 
work in ferreting out objectionable 
characters in the Jepartment, and had 
handled the plainclothes squad with 
much credit to himself and his super- 
iors, was given the position, willy nilly.
